Council of lhe cltu of Decatur, That the ma> or, 
ua soon after tnis ordinance goes Into tiled 
aa practicable, and thereafter annually, at 
the lljne of appointing other orttuers of said 
city and at such other times as vacancies 
Bhal'l occur, appoint some bultable person 
iu lhe manner provided by law. who^e duty 
It shall he to collect all 8)wclal assessments 
now or hereafter lo be assessed by said city 
tor local Improvements upon tne wairaul 
to be Issued to him by thecliy register. 
SBC. 2. The Bald collector of special as- 
sessments shall, within five days from the 
date of his appointment, file wllh the city 
reglHtor a tnrnd lo the said clly iu the penal 
sum ul six ihousaud dollars, conditioned 
for thu fal'.nml performance of his duties as 
sacn cullocior of special assessments, and 
paying over to the ctly treasurer all monies 
collected or received by Him as such collec- 
tor as required by law, or when requested 
so to do by resolution of thecliy council, 
which bond shall be approved by the city 
council.
